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former  have  as  yet  no  productive  endowment.  Judge  Ewing  donated  property  in 
the  city  of  Chicago,  which  will  be  valuable,  but  has  thus  far  yielded  nothing.  The 
consideration  in  the  establishment  of  the  Murdock  Professorship  was  the  library  of 
Dr.  Murdock,  whose  honored  name  the  Professorship  bears.  The  Finley  Professor- 
ship is  based  upon  a productive  capital,  not  sufficient,  however,  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  Professorship.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  we  labor  under  great  disadvan- 
tages from  want  of  ability  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  the  Theological  Department  as 
we  would  desire.  With  more  than  fifty  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry,  the 
full  organization  and  vigorous  supportof  this  Department  ought  to  be  considered  an 
absolute  necessity.  Will  not  the  Church  accept  this  earnest  statement,  and  meet  it 
practically  ? It  is  proper  to  add,  however,  that  under  all  our  disadvantages  we  are  do- 
ing something.  We  have  a regular  Theolpgical  class  and  are  carrying  forward  the 
work  of  the  Theological  Department,  we  trust  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  It 
is  hoped  that  a still  more  liberal  provision  can  be  made  for  instruction  in  this 
Department  for  the  following  year.  Camp  Blake  was  a noble  conception,  and  is 
working  well. 

THE  BALL  ENDOWMENT. 

Over  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  have  been  subscribed  to  this  fund.  Sickness 
in  Col  Ball’s  family  has  made  it  necessary  to  secure  other  agents,  who  will  prosecute 
the  work  vigorously.  The  whole  fund,  hulf  a million,  can  bo  raised  before  another 
commencement.

TERMS. 

1.  A contingent  fee  of  810  is  required  to  be  paid  in  advance,  not  to  be  refunded  in 
any  case. 

2.  No  one  is  admitted  until  he  has  furnished  evidence  that  he  is  a candidate  for 
the  Ministry,  in  the  care  of  some  Presbytery  in  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church. 

.‘1.  A room  is  furnished  with  a bunk  and  chairs  and  a table.  The  students  turnish- 
es  his  own  wood,  washing,  lights,  bedding  and  whatever  else  he  may  need.  Of  course 
no  charge  is  made  for  board.  All  eat  at  the  same  table,  where  every  appliance  is  pro- 
vided. 

4.  Candidates  for  the  Ministry  pay  no  tuition ; but  before  entering  College  each  one 
is  required  to  pay  live  dollars  contingent  tax. 

The  whole  expenses  of  boarding  in  Camp  Blake,  including  both  contingent  taxes 
and  books,  per  session,  need  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  and  by  very  rigid  economy  may 

be  considerably  less.  _____

FREE  TUITION. 

Candidates  for  the  Ministry  are  taught  gratuitously.  This  favor  is  extended  on 
the  faith  of  the  Church,  and  with  the  full  expectation  that  the  Institution  will  be 
furnished  with  money  enough  to  enable  it  to  continue  this  policy.  In  obedience  to 
a heavy  pressure  from  the  churches,  the  Trustees  have  required  a refunding  bond, 
binding  candidates  to  refund  to  the  Institution  or  to  the  Church  all  the  tuition  or 
boarding  given  them,  in  case  they  should  ever  abandon,  voluntarily,  the  ministry 
as  a calling.

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would  allow  the  attorney  to  engage  In  the  practice.  That  may  have  been  necessary 
then,  but  is  not  now.  Ancier  tly  the  law  was  diffused  through  many  books,  most  of 
which  were  reports.  Years  o*  labor  and  observation  In  the  office  and  In  the  Courts 
were  necessary  to  give  the  beginners  any  proper  notion  of  the  law  itself  and  the 
practice. 

But  now  Blackstone,  Kent,  Story,  Greenleaf  and  others  havecollected  the  princi- 
ples of  jurisprudence  from  the  vast  number  of  reports  and  have  arranged,  digested 
and  reduced  them  to  system,  and  have  brought  them  within  a small  compass 
They  have  done  the  work  for  us  which  the  British  student  formerly  had  to  do  him- 
self. 


It  is.  certainly,  therefore,  not  hazarding  too  much  to  say  that  the  modem  diligent 
student  can  accomplish  more  in  one  year  than  the  ancient  student  could  in  seven, 
Just  as  the  modern  railroad  train  can  travel  faster  in  one  day  than  our  forefathers 
could  have  gone  with  their  road  wagons  in  ten  days. 

We  would  be  glad  if  we  could  Induce  young  men  to  remain  at  the  School  two 
years  or  longer,  but  we  can  not. 

RESIDENT  GRADUATES. 

Gentlemen  who  may  pass  through  our  course  and  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Laws  are  invited  to  remain  another  year  free  of  charge. 

LICENSE  TO  PRACTISE. 

The  Faculty  of  this  Law  School  are  authorized  by  law  to  confer  license  to  practise. 
This  will  be  given  to  all  w ho  receive  diplomas,  without  any  extra  fee. 

MOOT  COURTS. 

Every  student  is  drilled  )in  the  forms  of  pleading  and  practice.  Moot  Courts  are 
established  as  part  of  the  regular  course.  In  these  all  are  required  to  participate. 
Cases  are  made  out  and  given  to  the  disputants,  who  are  required  to  bring  suit  in 
whatever  court  the  matter  may  be  cognizable.  The  Professors  sit  as  judges  and  the 
students,  by  turn,  act  ns  jurors,  clerks  and  sheriffs.  The  causes  are  argued — often 
with  great  cogency  and  interest— and  the  jury  charged,  the  verdict  rendered  and 
Judgments  entered  exactly  as  in  real  courts. 

LECTURES. 

We  do  not  teach  by  lectures.  A lesj*>n  is  assigned,  and  each  student  is  examined 
every  day  upon  the  text.  The  Law  is  in  tho  text  books,  and  it  is  better  to  require  the 
student  to  tell  what  it  is  than  for  the  Professor  to  announce  it  in  a lecture.  Still,  all 
difficulties  are  removed  and  dark  passages  explained  in  the  course  of  recitation. 


WHAT  WE  TEACH. 

We  teach  the  Common  Law,  w hich  is  applicable  alike  in  all  the  States  except  in 
Louisiana,  and  to  some  extent  in  that.  The  student  who  is  educated  here  may  there- 
fore practise  anywThere  in  the  United  States. 

LITERARY  QUALIFICATIONS. 

No  knowledge  of  Latin  or  Greek  is  required,  nor  any  other  special  literary  quali- 
fication, in  order  to  enter  the  Law  School. 

TUITION  FEE,  ETC. 

The  fees  per  session  of  five  months  are  as  follows  : tuition,  860.00 ; contingent, 
85.00  ; diploma,  85.00-all  to  be  paid  in  advance. 

More  law’  is  now’  taught  in  each  class  than  formerly,  and  consequently  more  la  >or 
is  devolved  on  the  Professor.  Formerly  the  student  paid  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars in  the  three  sessions  for  tuition.  Now’  he  pays  for  two  sessions  one  hundred  and 
tw’enty  dollars  only,  and  saves  five  months  boarding  and  other  expenses. 


BOOKS. 

Students  furnish  their  own  books,  which  can  be  bought  cheaper  in  Lebanon  than 
elsewhere.  The  books  in  the  Junior  course  can  be  obtained  in  Lebanon  for  forty-one 
dollars.  The  books  in  the  Senior  course  will  cost  forty-five  dollars. 

SESSIONS. 

There  are  two  sessions.  The  Fall  Session  begins  on  the  first  Monday 
ber  next  and  ends  January  16th,  1873.

OUR  HISTORY  AND  PROSPECTS. 

The  Lebanon  Law  School  was  established  in  mi  by  Judge  Abraham  Caruthers* 
There  were  thirteen  students  the  first  term.  As  soon  as  the  plan  of  instruction  became 
generally  known  the  numbers  increased  so  rapidly  that  it  became  necessary  to  add 
another  Professor,  the  Hon.  Nathan  Green.  This  was  in  1848.  Shortly  after,  the  Hon 
B.  L.  Ridley  was  added. 

Under  the  guidance  of  these  distinguished  men,  all  of  whom  now  rest  from  their 
labors,  the  institution  prospered  to  a degree  never  equaled  in  the  United  States  during 
so  short  an  interval.  The  year  before  the  war  the  number  of  students  was  more 
than  two  hundred.

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plan  of  instruction  in  this  branch,  adopted  by  the  Professor,  is  to  select  from  the  best 
drug  houses,  for  exhibition  to  the  class,  specimens  of  medicines  such  as  the  phyiscian 
may  expect  to  meet  with  in  the  daily  practice  of  his  profession.  The  specimens 
usually  found  in  cabinets  are  far  superior  to  the  commercial  articles,  and  give  the 
practitioner  an  erroneous  idea  of  the  value  of  the  medicinesTurnlshed  by  the  trade. 

ANATOMY. 

The  facilities  for  studying  Anatomy  are  being  increased  every  year,  partly  by 
the  labors  of  the  Demonstrator  and  a competent  Prosector  who  has  been  added  to  this 
chair,  and  partly  by  the  purchase  of  additional  models  and  preparations  for  illustra- 
tion. 

The  opportunities  offered  for  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy  are  unsurpassed. 
The  afternoons  and  evenings  are  devoted  to  dissection.  The  supply  of  material  is 
abundant  and  cheap.  The  dissecting  rooms  are  ample  and  well  lighted,  and  the 
Demonstrator  is  present  at  the  periods  mentioned  to  give  aid  and  instruction’to  the 
student. 

CHEMISTRY. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory,  which  was  seriously  damaged  during  the  war,  has,  by 
the  appropriation  of  a considerable  sum  of  money,  been  refitted.  It  is  now  well 
supplied  with  all  the  necessary  apparatus  and  appliances  for  thoroughly  illustrating 
this  branch  of  medicine.  Chemistry  as  here  taught  is  simple  and  practical  in  its 
character  and  especially  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  physician. 

AURAL  AND  OPHTHALMIC  SURGERY. 

(c  Tlief  peculiarly  favorable  opportunities  of  which  Prof.  Voorhies  has  availed 
himself  in  the  British,  French  and  German  schools,  have  thoroughly  qualified  him 
for  the  instruction  of  students  in  the  important  advances  which  have  lately  been 
made  in  Otology  and  Ophthalmology.  It  will  be  his  constant  aim  to  make  the  lectures 
practical  and  comprehensive  in  every  particular,  employing  every  kind  of  scientific 
assistance  for  this  purpose. 

Theuseof  the  Ophthalmoscope  and  Otoscope  will  be  taught  in  the  course  of 
clinical  instruction.  CUNICAL  MEDICINE  AND  SURGERY. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  combining  Clinical  with  Didactic  teaching,  this 
school  has  availed  itself  of  the  facilities  offered  for  clinical  instruction  in  the  wards 
of  the  City  Hospital.  In  this  ample  field  the  student  will  enjoy  opportunities  for  the 
study  of  Obstet l ies,  Medicine  and  Surgery.  During  t he  course  of  every  session  most 
of  the  important  operations  in  Surgery  are  performed  before  the  Class— including  the 
ligation  of  arteries,  amputations,  the  reduction  of  dislocations,  methods  of  treating 
fractures,  and  the  operation  of  lithotomy. 

The  most  approved  methods  will  here  be  taught  of  exploring  the  Bladder,  the 
Rectum  and  the  Uterus,  and  of  treating  the  diseases  to  which  these  organs  are  liable. 

The  Medical  advantages  presented  in  this  Hospital  are  not  inferior  to  the  Surgical. 
Students  will  see  a groat  variety  of  acute  disease,  and  will  here  be  enabled  to  obtain  a 
practical  acquaintance  with  the  use  of  the  Thermometer  in  Fever  and  of  the  Stetho- 
scope in  diseases  of  the  chest. 

The  College  Dispensary,  which  is  open  daily, furnishes  opportunities  for  stuc  y g 
Minor  Surgery.  Students  will  there  be  taught  the  art  of  dressing  wounds,  of  bandag- 
ing and  of  writing  prescriptions. 

STATE  STUDENTS. 

In  order  to  promote  the  cause  of  Medical  Education,  one  meritorious  student  from 
each  Congressional  District  in  this  State  will  be  admitted  to  the  course  of  lectures 
free  of  nil  charge  except  the  Matriculation,  Demonstrator’s  and  Graduation  fees. 

Applicants  for  this  appointment  must  communicate  with  the  Dean  upon  the 
subject  before  the  commencement  of  the  session,  and^ach  appUcant  must  prMent  a 
letter  of  recommendation  from  the  member  of  Congress  from  his  district,  setti  g 

forth  his  merit  and  circumstances.  ,_-T 

ALUMNI. 

By  Hpeclnl  agreement  it  baa  been  provided  that  all  the  alumni  of  theMOTpbis

FEES. 


The  fee  for  admission  to  the  course  of  Lectures  is  sixty  dollars— payable  invariably 
in  advance.  The  Matriculation  fee  is  five  dollars.  The  Graduating  fee  is  thirty  dol- 
lars. The  Demonstrator’s  fee  is  ten  dollars.  The  expense  of  the  entire  course,  in- 
cluding graduation  fee,  Is  therefore  one  hundred  and  five  dollars. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 


This  School  requires  of  the  candidate  for  graduation— 

1.  That  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty -one  years. 

2.  That  he  shall  have  been  engaged  for  three  years  in  the  study  of  medicine,  and 
during  that  time  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  must 
be  in  this  Institution.  To  fulfil  this  provision  the  student  may  read  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a preceptor  for  one  year,  and  then  attend  two  courses  of  lectures ; or,  what  in 
the  estimation  of  the  Faculty  is  equi  valent  to  this,  he  may  attend  three  regular  cour- 
ses of  lectures. 

3.  That  lie  shall  have  given  faithful  attention,  for  one  session  at  least,  to  the  sub- 
ject of  Practical  Anatomy. 

4.  That  he  shall  have  written  and  presented  an  acceptable  thesis  upon  some 
medical  subject. 

5.  That  he  shall  have  passed  a satisfactory  examination  upon  all  the  branches  of 
instruction  taught  in  this  school.
